An attempt, which his friends 


described as a first venture in 
deep water, resulted yesterday in 
the drowning of Hudson F. Emery, 
21, of 71 Albany avenue at Wil- 
liams Lake. 


The youth, according to in- 


formation obtained by local offi- 
cials, disappeared beneath the sur- 
face of the water as he joined 
others in a swim out to a float on 
the lake. The drowning at the 
lake was said to be the first there 
in the 10 years since the beach 
has been opened. 
' With two companions, John 
Nelson, Jr., of 85 Lucas avenue 
and 
James Rapp of 
Boulder 


avenue, Emery had gone to the 
lake for a swim. Emery, not a 
good swimmer, attempted to swim 
out to a raft anchored in the 
lake and apparently sunk below 
the surface without a sound or 
struggle. 


Misted, by Companion 


He was first missed by a com- 


panion who had started to swim 
out to the raft about 4:30 o'clock, 
a few minutes after he arrived at 
the lake, arid she reported- the 
fact that Emery was missing to 
Charles Schneider, a guard at the 
lake. He reported to 
Harper 


Adams who is in charge of the 
guards and diving operations were 
immediately undertaken by the 
five- guards. 


Grappling operations were start- 


ed within five minutes after the 
fact was made known that Emery 
was missing but the lack of 
knowledge as to where he may 
have gone down hampered the 
operations. It was not until 7 
o'clock that John Nielsen, one of 
the guards, located the body in 
about 30 feet of water near one 
of the floats. 


Emery was a novice swimmer 


and was attempting his first swim 
to the rafts. Leaving his compan- 
ions with whom he had come to 
the lake he conversed with friends 
on the beach and when they ex- 
pressed a desire to swim to the 
raft he informed them that he 
was going to attempt his first 
swinl out too. TJie three started 
out for the raft but Emery was 
left behind and the elder of the 
trio was busy keeping an eye on 
her younger companion and did 
not miss Emery until near the 
raft Turning Emery was observed 
some distance from the dock pad- 
dling along. When the girl reach- 
ed the raft she looked back for 
Emery but he had disappeared.

the old canal. All of the ribs on 
his right side were broken and 
they punctured the lung and 
heart. He had been riding on the 
running board of the Evers' car.

Genev*. N. Y., July 17.-In re- 


sponse 
to 
numerous inquiries 


prompted by the appearance of 
the Japanese beetle from it* un- 
<jerground habitat, entomologists 
at the State Experiment Station 
here have prepared a brief, illus- 
trated pamphlet on the life his- 
tory and habits of the insect and 
protective measures for fruit trees, 
.ornamental! and lawns. A copy 
of the circular may be obtained 
upon re<juest to the station. 


According to the station spe- 


cialists, this insect was introduced 
Into the United States from Japan 
about 1916, and was first found in 
louthern New Jersey. From that 
point it has spread in all direc- 
tions. In New York state, the 
pest has become established in the 
lower Hudson valley, on Long Is- 
land, and in certain localized areas 
in the western part of the state. 
It is too early, however, say the 
entomologists to tell how serious 
the pest will be in the state, as a 
whole. 
At present, fruit growers, gar- 


deners 
and 
golf 
green keep- 


ers 
generally 
are 
more 


concerned 
with 
keeping 
the 


beetles 
out than with actual 


control of the pest after it be- 
comes established. 
Ways and 


means of making plantings unat- 
tractive to the insect are suggest- 
ed in the circular. Where power 
spray outfits are available, as in 
the case of commercial orchards, 
the fruit and foliage can be ren- 
•dered unattractive to the Japanese 
beetle by keeping it well coated 
with spray materials. 


The chief protection for lawns 


and golf courses consists in treat- 
ing the soil in the grub stage 
where they feed on the roots of 
grasses and other plants during 
late summer and early spring. 
Early in May the grubs change 
into pupae and the major injury 
to vegetation is inflicted by the 
adults.

BUSINESS AS USUAL 


Business as usual is a favorite slogan 


in the modern world and it is employed by 
nations about to go to war with one another 
as well as those who are potenial allies. It 
was even said that some commerce was car- 
ried on between France, England and Ger- 
many during the World War, although this 
was never proved to be true, and may have 
been just another of the rumors that time. 


Be that as it may, there is some evidence 


that in these days of crisis in Europe when 
France, Great Britain and Germany seem 
about ready to fly at one another's throats, 
the two allies have been doing a good busi- 
ness selling steel scrap to the Reich, and steel 
scrap is one of the most valuable materials 
for war purposes. 


France recently issued an order against 


the shipping of scrap to Germany by her 
business men, and Great Britain announced 
that the Ministry of Supply would have a 
right to stop the shipment of steel scrap to 
Germany when the facts seem to justify such 
action. It is generally believed, however, that 
the business of selling scrap to Germany by 
the dealers in the two allied countries will 
continue despite these official words unless 
something more drastic is done about it. 


The trouble between Hitler, Chamberlain 


and Daladier has lasted much longer than a 
year and yet during the past twelve months 
the shipment of steel scrap from England 
and France to Germany has increased. 


In 1938, Germany imported more than a 


million metric tons of scrap steel as well as 
great quantities of other minerals used for 
war purposes. And the countries shipping 
most of this to the Reich were the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Holland and 
Belgium! 


Sentiment and business do not seem to 


mix. A glance at the trade figures between 
Japan and the United States furnishes a good 
proof of this situation. 


tion of fruit utd vegetables and fflurtrated his 
words with a "vitamin map" of Hungary. 
Even more interesting was the planned de- 
bate between representatives of countries 
with free and directed economies. 


It seems rajher wonderful that the premier 


of any European country should have time 
in this summer of 1939 to attend such a con- 
ference and to discuss such a subject as 
canned fruits and vegetables and their vita- 
min content. For that matter, it is a little 
wonderful that such a conference is going on 
at all, undeterred by the perpetual boiling up 
of crises. The conference is, perhaps, smaller 
than it would have been if there had been no 
Danzig situation. At the last moment, the 
French ministers of commerce and agricul- 
ture had to cancel their plans to attend. 


There are more such international confer- 


ences of one sort and another going on all the 
time than the front page news reveals. Dele- 
gates discuss many matters in the hope of 
solving mutual problems to mutual benefit. 
Why should there not come, some day, a 
conference to handle the differences which 
lead to war and to arrange the settlements 
which may lead to peace?

may perish with bankruptcy.

ULCERAWVE COLITIS 


For years it has be«n believed that what is call- 


ed mucous colitis is due to nervousness or emotional 
unrest.

ONE FOURTH FOR ALL 


There seems to be more enthusiasm in Lat- 


in-America for our North American ideals 
and institutions than we have realized. The 
Fourth of July celebrations in many of our 
sister-republics this year were surprising. In 
Argentina, which we usually consider least 
friendly to us of all the South American 
states, there were impressive ceremonies. 
Nearly all of our Latin-American neighbors 
have "United States of America schools," 
which make a specialty of studying our own 
language, literature and ideals. 


Thus on the Fourth this year, in Buenos 


Aires, 450 Argentine girls showed visitors 
how they carry on their studies of our own 
history and institutions. Their 18 teachers 
represented, so to speak, our North American 
culture. The pupils went through exercises 
in Spanish and English that would have done 
credit to any school in the United States. 
Waving Argentine and American flags, and 
standing under pictures of George Washing- 
ton and General San Martin, their own lib- 
erator, they sang "The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner" in English as lustily as if it were their 
own national anthem. 


The exercises were attended by members 


of the diplomatic corps and various patriotic 
societies. Many thousand people attended this 
and other exercises of recent weeks, in con- 
nection with the work of the Cultural Rela- 
tions Bureau. Throughout, the United States 
was represented as the cradle of American 
democracy. 


At the same time many thousand children 


were going through similar ceremonies in 
Brazil, Colombia, Peru, Panama, Salvador, 
Nicaragua and other Latin-American coun- 
tries. So much enthusiasm seems to exist for 
this cherished festival of ours that the Fourth 
Df July may yet become a Pan-American in- 
stitution. 


CONFERRING EUROPEANS 


The sixth International Congress of Agri- 


cultural Industry opened on July 10 in Buda- 
pest, Hungary. Eighteen different nations 
ivere represented there by official delegates. 
Among program plans was a scheduled ad- 
Sress by Count Teleki, Hungarian premier 
.vho is also a prominent scientist and geogra- 
pher. He talked on the industrial preserve 


r E Wittkower. in the British Medical Jour- 


nal, records his observation of forty unselected cases 
of ulcerative colitis. In thirty-seven cases there was 
abnormal behavior noted. That is, these individuals 
did not talk or act as did the average or normal 
individual. "A dated clinical arid life history taken 
independently and vouched for by relatives, showed 
that the disturbing events in the patients life had 
occurred before the onset of the ulcerative colitis. 


"Almost all the patients showed character dis- 


orders extreme nervousness, and psychoses. (Psy- 
chosis is thinking there is an organic ailment pres- 
ent—heart disease, stomach ulcer and the like- 
when none exists). Seventeen patients were over- 
conscientious, over-impulsive, too orderly, particu- 
larly as to cleanliness, obstinate, or had other little 
chanfics in character. Twelve were unusually emo- 
tional — temper tantrums, childishness, self-ccn- 
teredness, hysterical." 
In other words, that foods or eating habits may 


be to blame for ulcerative colitis may be true in 
some cases, but from the observation of these 
forty "unselected" cases, it would appear that emo- 
tion shock, or other nervous disturbances are more 
often to blame for ulcerative colitis, just as they are 
in the simple form or mucous colitis.

Washington, July 17-Uncle 


Swn's troubles as an employer are 
not confined to the strikes over 
the WPA. They run into several 
other branches of governmental 
activity. 
Recently, for instance, 


labor unions succeeded in prevent- 
ing the United States government 
from entering into a legitimate 
operation of merchant vessels. 
The labor unions picketed the 
ships for more than 30 days and 
finally the government surrender- 
ed by cancelling the contract for 
the operation of the ships be- 
tween Puget Sound and the Orient. 
American products that were to 
be exported could not be carried 
in American vessels. 
The incident took place in a 
region of the world where it is 
essential that America's merchant, 
shipping be built up to meet all 
possible contingencies related to 
national defense, but the authori- 
ties here, rather than risk further 
trouble with the labor unions, 
dropped the operation altogether. 


The cantroversy developed over 


the hiring of crews for the S. S. 
Coldbrook, which is owned by the 
U. S. Maritime Commission, a sub- 
division of the Federal Government 
which was to start a new service 
from Seattle to the Far East. 
When the boat arrived in Seattle, 
the picketing began. 
Foreign 


ships were anchored nearby, and 
when the American ship couldn't 
sail, the foreigners picked up the 
business. 
When it was thought that per- 


haps a United States Navy, tug 
might be used to move the ship 
to a different pier, orders were 
sought from Washington, but were 
not forthcoming. 
Here is a case in which a ser- 
vice of shipping provided with 
money from congress has been 
frustrated by union trouble. The 
unions insist that crews must be 
hired through union hiring halls 
just as is done by private ship- 
owners. 
The U. S. Maritime 
Commission has been hiring them 
from lists furnished by the U. S. 
shipping commissioner. 
The unions want to put Uncle 
Sam on the same basis as the 
private employer—the issue, in a 
sense, being not very different 
from that involved in the "pre- 
vailing wage" dispute on the WPA 
projects. 
The U. S. Maritime 
Commission, however, decided not 
to use force, but merely to drop 
the idea of the service altogether.

through separate corporations, the 
effort is being made by labor 
unions to maintain that the sub- 
sidiary corporation is not the gov- 
ernment itself. 
The maritime commission, how- 


ever is not an "indirect" affair. 
It owns the vessels and is building 
four new ships of a combination

variety for this very service to 
the orient. The government pays 
all the expenses of operation as a 
part of the program to rebuild the 
American merchant marine. The 
Puget Sound agency, which man- 
ages the line, is a community en- 
terprise, organized on a non-profit 
basis, the officers and directors 
serving without pay, and the 
stockholders subscribed the capi- 
tal under an agreement which 
prohibits payment of interest and 
dividends on the investment. 


The issue is really not related 
to the right of unions to carry on 
their closed shop operations. The 
government says nothing about 
how private shipping shall be con- 
ducted. There is no issue of wages 
or hours or conditions of employ- . 
ment, bvit merely whether crews 
shall be hired according to the 
method prescribed by a union, or 
by the government of the United 
States. Once the principle is con- 
ceded that unions may tell the 
government how to hire its em- 
ployes, the way is opened not 
merely to strikes on behalf of 
particular groups, but for the sur- 
render to unions of the right to 
determine when and how workers 
for the government shall be dis- 
missed.

Expensive Zoo Guest* 


The keepers o£ the reptile house 


ot the London zoo might well be in- 
toning a new version of the nursery 
rhyme about the "ten little Injuns," 
for this is exactly what happened 
there: 
Seventy-four Cerberus 


ter snakes arrived at the zoo. The 
Hamadryads ate 12 of them—now 
sec 62. 


• The Hamadryad snakes arc three 
in number. "Their habitat is Ma- 
laya. From the first day of their 
arrival they proved rather expen- 
sive to feed. Until the water snakes 
came they had lived comfortably on 
a black and gold snake apiece 
a week, but as these reptiles are 
rare and cost about .<20 to $25 each, 
the Hamadryads' meals proved a 
strain on even the zoo's resources. 


"You see," says a zoo keeper, 


"we have only three black and gold 
snakes left now, and they must be 
kept for show. 
So we imported 


these Cerberus water snakes from 
southeastern. Asia as a substitute. 
They only cost about 10 shillings 
each if you buy a lot of them, so 
it is an economy in a way, as three 
Cerberus snakes go to one black 
and gold one." 


He pointed to the cage In which 


the new arrivals were crawling hap- 
pily about oblivious of the fate be- 
fore them. 


"Three of them will be lucky," he 


said, "as we will keep them for 
display. The rest will be fed to the 
Hamadryads at the rate of about 
six a week, although we will vary 
the diet occasionally." 


Absolutely no pain is involved for 


he water snakes, however, as the j 
great Hamadryads render each vic- 
im unconscious before consuming 
t.

Every Worker Must 


Have Security Number 


Albany, July 17—Every worker 


in employment in New York State 
must obtain'a Social Security Ac- 
count number and must report it 
to his employer, according to an 
unemployment insurance regula- 
tion issued today by Industrial 
Commissioner Frieda S. Miller. 


The regulation, which has the 


force and effect of law, requires 
that every person now employed 
who does not have a Social Secur- 
ity account number must, within 
seven days, file application for a 
number. It provides further that 
any person not now employed must 
apply for a number, if he has none, 
within seven days after he next 
obtains employment. 


Under the regulation, employers 


are obligated to provide their em- 
ployes with the necessary forms 
on which to apply for 
Social 


Security numbers and, further, are 
required to make the application 
for the employe if within 14 days 
from the date of the regulation, 
or within 14 days after the work- 
er's first day of employment, the 
worker himself has not made the 
obligatory application. 


The regulation is designed,--Miss
